Tear most recent sensation in the way of a
lawsuit against a Union officer is the attemp’
of a sortain Rowena Florence to arrest and
prosecute Genernl Benjamin F, Buatler for
his geizure, at New Orleans, of three valuable
swords, which were once the property of
David E. Twiggs, This doubly disgraced and
dishonored individual was the meancst and
most despicable spirit connected with the
Rebellion. As a Drigadier-General of the
army of the United States he was entrusted,
in tho early part of 1861, with the comannd
of all the military property and fhe army
posts in Texas; and before the Confederacy
was fairly organized, and withont even a re.
spectable demonstration of Rebel foreo or
strength being made against hiw, he deliverad
all these forts, with other Goyvernment pro-
perty, worth nt least awmillion and a half of
dollary, for which he was personally respon-
sible, to the rebellions authorities of
Texas, He committed this of
treason and of theft so clearly ngainst the
wish of the majority of his subordinate
officers and the private soldiers, that, after a
vain attempt to seducs them frowm their nlle.

Twiggs, fully
conscions that the surrender of all his effects,
a8 well as the destrnetion of his ignominions
life, wonld be but a slight atoncment for his
crimes, devised a scheme to save his swords,
by a short declaration, written during his
flight, that he left them to a certain Miss
Rowena Florence; bLmt this deed of gift was
s0 manifestly a mere trick of a fugitive
scoundrel, that General Butler properly paid
no regard to it, Seizing the swords, he sent
them to Washington, where they still await
the action of the national authorities. Itis
diffioult, under the circnmstances, to imagine
any lawsnit in which the ground of action
was more untennble than in the preseunt
imstance. The swords long since passed
from the control of General Dutler, and it
is beyond his power to restore them to Miss
Florence, whose proper conrse, if ber claim
is valid, ia to appeal to Congress.

THE NAVAL QUESTION.
PTae naval question haes assumed a double
aspect. In addition to the long-standing
dispute hetween the line and stafl, another
difiionlty has boen brought to the surface,

- goncerning the relstive powers of naval com-

mauders and our diplomatio representatives

~abroad.

- In relation to the question of relative rank

dn the Moo and staff, but little need be said in
dition to the full gowmwonty which we kavy
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repentedly made npon the snbject. A com-
mission is now in nession at Washington, sn-
trusted with the diffionlt task of adjusting the
differences betwoen the two branches of the
service which have so long impaired the
efficiency of the navy., As first announced,
| this commission oonsisted of three membera
from the staff, and an equal number from
the line. Here was a show of justioe, but it
was qquickly dissipated by the appointmont of
an additional line officer; and when it was
geen that such an inequality in the represen-
tation of the two branches of the service
! would render the commission an ostensible as
well as a practical farce, an attempt was made
to hoodwink the public by increasing the
membership of the commission to ten, equally
divided Letween the line and staff, Surgeon
Pinckney, who holds a seat in the commission
s a representative of the staff, is said to bo
the only staff officer in the navy who favora
Yice-Admiral Porter’s notions of the innate
aud inherent superiority of a line over a stafl
officer, If this allegation be true, the com-
mission will prove a mere farce, and ifs re-
commendations have no more weight than if
" tho commission were made up exclusively of
representatives of the line.  Abount the only
thing thus far acecomplished by the commis-
sion is the granting of permission to the staff
ofticers to present a protest against the word-
ing of the order convoking the commission,
which reads ns follows:—**Said officers are

constituted a board to examine into all gques- |

tions in regard to the rank of the line and
the cindf officers of the navy.” The designa.

tion of tho staff as ofvil officers was nothing |

more nor less than a diveot and intentional
insult, forwhich Vice-Admiral Porler is unques-
tionably responsible, The action of the com-
mission in permitting the staff officers to pro-
test against (his slur deserves no special com-
mendation, for common decency demanded
it, and presents no reliable indication of its
probabla getion on more material points,

The difficulty concerning the relative powers
of our naval commanders and diplomatie re-
presentatives abrond arose from the dispute ba-
tween J. Watson Woebb, onr former Minister to
| Brazil, and Hear-Admiral Davis, who wns in

command of the Brazilian station. This sub-
ject is also undergoing investigation at the

| and practices of the diplomatic and naval
| gervices, Vice-Admiral Porter yesterday ap-
l peared before the committes, and with his
customary assnmption explained to them, in
the language of a Washinglon despateh, “why
it was not exaclly the thing for naval oMoeers
